First report of double-headed 
stalks of wheat found in this dis¬ 
trict cbmos from Bill Jones, who 
operates the former Seotney f.rm 
in the Reid Hill district. Mr. Jones 
brought to the Advocate office on 
Saturday two stalks of tyscue 
wheal, each with two separate 
and tully developed heads. Farm¬ 
ers who have resided in this dis¬ 
trict for many years say it is the 
first example of double-headed 
wheat they have seen. 


At the October meeting of the 
hoard of the Foothills Health Un¬ 
it, held in High River, employ¬ 
ment of a fourth nurse, to be sta- 
t'ened at Vulcan and serve the 
County of Vulcan, was approved 
and a supplementary budg-t to 
cover the additional cost authoriz- 
i d.

This is a total pet 
capita cost of $1.36 of which the 
Foothills Health division carries 
54.4 cents. But the requirement ot 
a fourth nurse adds 14.5 cents 
more to the per cnplia tax. mak¬ 
ing it roughly 6!) cents. A resolu¬ 
tion was approved authorizing the 
hoard to requisition contributing 
units on a basis of 61) cents pei 
capita for the period from-Oct 1 
to'Mareh 31. Requisitions are on a 
basis of population of each contri¬ 
buting area. 

1 he schedule of services to !>•■ 
offered by the reconstructed Foot¬ 
hills Health Unit was given discus¬ 
sion. and the medical health offi¬ 
cer, Dr. G. H. Ball, pointed out 
that it was not within the scope ni 
his duties to he on call in order to 
visit homes for the purpose of 
diagnosis, hut that the household¬ 
er should first contact the family 
doctor, who could then call in t.ho 
M.H.O. if required.

One of the earliest and best 
known of the Vulcan district’s 
pioneers, William Nathan Ritchie, 
died suddenly hi Taber on Sun¬ 
day, Oct. 11. He was visiting at 
the home of a step-son, Gordon

death was a sudden heart attack, 
lie was 73 years of age. 

"Bill" Ritchie, as he was known 
t<> young and old alike, was born 
in Boise, Idaho, and in his early 
years' worked as a cowboy on ran¬ 
ches in Idaho and Montana. 

In 1904 the new frontiers open¬ 
ing up in the Canadian west lieck 
oned him and, with a companion, 
he rode horseback from Idaho to 
that part of Southern Alberta 
now known as the Vulean district. 
He homesteaded near the old Jar¬ 
vis ranch a lew miles north of 
where the town of Vulcan now 
stands. 

In those days tin nearest town 
was High River and another six 
years were to pass before the rail¬ 
way came through and the first 
buildings of the settlement of Vul¬ 
can were erected. The present 
town-sit • was then just bald prai¬ 
rie and Bill Ritchie often recalled 
riding his horse across the open 
range where the town is now lo¬ 
cated. 

Proving up his homesteud did 
not occupy all Bill Ritchie's lime 
and it is recalled that in those 
■ miy days his services were sought 
tin the breaking oi saddle Morses, 
a job which his outstanding rid¬ 
ing ability well fitted him for.’

hb> birthplace, Boise, Idaho, and 
resided there for four years be¬ 
fore returning to the Vulean dis¬ 
trict. 

From 1913 to 1923 Bill Ritchie 
operated a farm west of town, 
having disposed ol' his original 
homestead Juring his absence from 
Canada. Moving to town in -1923, 
lie became town constable a f««w 
years later and held that position 
until his retirement about three 
years ago. 

Although troubled by an eye 
ailnu nt. the past year or so, he re¬ 
mained in apparent good health 
and quite active right up to the 
time ot his death.

Some time ago, the Norway rat 
was declared a pest under the Ag¬ 
ricultural Pests Act, which is a 
Provincial act governing agricult¬ 
ural pests. It is the responsibility 
of every person In Alberta to des¬ 
troy rats on his premises. Uhls 
act also requires every municipal¬ 
ity, city, town or v illage to appoint 
a pest control officer to ensure 
tha individuals are accepting their 
responsibilities in this connection. 
Because the rat .invasion of Alber¬ 
ta is Imminent and has actually 
taken place In some districts. It Is 
important that we be organized 
and know what to do. 

Rats are extremely dirty ani¬ 
mals, they frequently live In sew¬ 
ers. out buildings, garbage dumps, 
and their fur is loaded with germs. 
They contaminate food and drink, 
and are direct carriers of disease, 
bubonic plague, rat-bite fever, ty¬ 
phus fever and intestinal para¬ 
sites, being commonly carried and 
spread by th*-\ rat. 

Molt authorities agree that the 
damage done annually by a single 
rat will amount to $20.00. Since 
rats reproduce at a rapid rate, one 
pair may raise up to 50 young in 
a year, annual damage from rats 
would soon reach a high figure 
once they become established in 
the province. In the U.S.A.. rats 
damage 200 million bushels of 
grain yearly, the annual rat dam¬ 
age In that country is over 2 bil¬ 
lion dollars On the same basis of 
calculation, rats would do 25 mil¬ 
lion dollars damage annually,' 
once they become established in 
our province.
